Glenholra was sunk yesterday by a German submarine fifteen 
miles off this port. The members of the crew have been landed 
her*. The Glenholm was on her way from Chile to Liverpool 
with a cargo of nitrate. 


The submarine intercepted the sailing ship and signaled the 


crew to abandon her. The ship was then sunk, the submarine fir- 
ing thirty-nine rounds from her gun before she went down.

of Ireland on the north shore of Bantry bay. The point where 
the Glenholm was sunk is roughly not more than sixty miles 
from Old Head of Kinsale, where the Lusitania went down.

Japan and China Bound Closer 


Than Ever. Premier 


Tells Diet. 


BT Atwciated ?rets. 


TOKTO. Mav ::.—Count Okama. the 
Japanese Premier, addressing the Diet 
today, said that the i-oimliuloiu. of th* 
neKo'tiations between Japan and China 
meant that peace in the Orient had been 
solid fled and that the friendly relations 
between 
China and 
Japan had 
been 
brought closer than ever. 
The Premier said he resretted that the 
war in Europe was still in progress, but 
hoped that the effort' cf the allies would 
be attended with s\'"<-"fs. 
and that a 
speedy restoration of ix-ace would 
l>e 


brought about. 
Dealing- with internal affairs, the Pre- 
mier explained the. progress of the em- 
pire and its necessities and requested the 
Diet to grant the government supple- 
mental credits. These credits, it is un- 
derstood, are needed chiefly for the de- 
velopment of the army and the navy. 
Discussing the government's needs for 
supplemental credits. Count Okuma said 
the failure of the Diet which was dis- 
solved to adopt the budget of 1915-1B had 
compelled the government to follow the 
budget of the previous year, which was 
insufficient for the nation'* needs today. 
Foreign Minister Kato. who followed the 
Premier, sketched at length the negotia- 
tions with China, stating that there waa 
little to be reported on Japan's foreign 
relations, except in respect to the Chi- 
nese question. He said treaties and notes 
with China soon would be signed and 
presented to the F?mperor for ratificat- 
tion. All these documents later will be 
submitted to the Diet. 
"When these agreements come Into 
force." Baron Kato said, "we shall see 
the solution of a most important ques- 
tion which long has been pending be- 
tween Japan and China to the detriment 
of their cordial relations. The result will 
he a strengthening of friendship and a 
solidification of the peace of the Orient." 
He made no reference to the attltud* 


of other powers.

through the big- vineyard dlstrlcta of 
the state in order that the party may 
see for itself the extent of California's 
grape-growing- industry. 
The speakers who addressed yester- 
days meeting pointed out the un- 
justness of the special levy, which 
now imposes a war tat of 55 cents a 
gallon on brandy, bnt 
which auto- 


matically -will become 51.10 after Be- 
cember 31 of this year. 
That Congress did not realize what 
it -was doing when it levied the tax 
was the opinion expressed by Senator 
Phelan and Congressman Nolan. The 
old tax was 3 cents per gallon. 
It would be impossible, the wine 


men claim, to pay the tl.lG. TJie re- 
sult of the enforcement of the law 
would practical!}- prohibit the manu- 
facture of sweet wines, would cause 
on overproduction of dry wines, with 
which the market already is glutted. 
and would also overstock the raisin 
market. 
California normally crushes 235.000 
tons of trapes, the petition to Con- 
gress sets forth. In the making of the 
State's annual IS. 000. 000 gallons of 
sweet wines. For eight years prior to 
October last the Federal tax of 3 
cents per proof gallon on 
brandy 


used to fortify sweet -wines amounted 
to approximately J125.000 for Cali- 
fornia's yearly production.

VOTERS CONDEMN MIXTURE OF 


BIG BUSINESS AND POLITICS 


THE DENTAL TRUST BOES NOT 


OWII THE STREETS OF UKUND 


The voters of OaKland decided by the emphatic majority of nearly 7000 


votes that there should be free speech in OaKland, The initiative measure 
which I proposed was carried by the decisive vote of 20,319 for the measure 
to 14,087 against it. 


The old street speaKing law which permitted the Dental Trust to revoKe 


my right to lecture and perform free dentistry in this city was repealed and 
is now a thing of the past. The issue at the polls was clear and the people 
condemned the Trust in no uncertain terms. 


On January 5, in my first announcement to the voters of OaKland that I 


would appeal the right of free speech and peaceable public assembly to the 
high court of the electorate, I made this statement: 


"Isn't it about time, voters of OaKland, to find out who is boss 


around here anyway?*' 


For 25 years I have been doing, in my humble way, what I could to educate 


the American people on the subject of dentistry- Under the new law I will be permitted to continue my free 
lectures and treatments in OaKland without interference by the Ethical Dental combine. 


This election shows that the people, when once they understand the issue, favor dental and medical free- 


dom. 
It also shows that the time is past, at least in this city, when any set of professional men can get to- 


gether and declare a man a "quacK" simply because he does not conform to their ideas of professional pro- 
cedure. 


For several years this combine has assumed the self-appointed position of regulator of the dental business 


in OaKland, and any dentist who refused to meeKly bow to its dictates has been held up to public scorn and 
ridicule. No dentist, single handed and alone, could defend himself against such a system of professional 
piracy. The people did not Know all the inside facts. I propose to let the light in on this gentlemen's agree- 
ment to pilfer the people's pocKetbooK. I shall show that the real object in controlling the dental business is to 
Keep up the fees and that such high prices prevents hundreds of people from having done the necessary wortt 
on their teeth. 


Competition is what the Trust most fears, and I Know how to give this combine such competition as will 


breaK up its monopoly. Part of every dollar spent with a Trust dentist goes to help Keep up this Trust No 
one ever heard of this Trust spending one penny to educate the public how to care for the teeth. It has never 
spent one penny in giving the worthy poor free dental treatments. There never had been in OaKland, until I 
opened my office here, a free dental clinic where poor people suffering with toothache could go for relief, not- 
withstanding there are 300 Trust dentists in this county. If each of these 300 Trustites donated their services 
only one hour each month Alameda County could have a free dental clinic open for ten hours every day in the 
month, including Sundays. And free lectures could be given once a day on the care of the teeth. 


I Know there are many dentists who feel as I do about this hide-bound ethical combine, but dare not ex- 


press their honest sentiments for fear they will be marKed for professional punishment. I do not fear this 
Trust For 25 years it has been after me and because I have taKen the public into my confidence and stated 
candidly why I did not belong to the Trust I have been enabled to build up the largest dental business in 
America. 


This is all a matter of education among the people as to the facts in the dental profession. Whenever the 


facts can be put before the voters, the people who pay the dental bills, always is a verdict against the Trust, 
just as they did at the recent election.
